SOUKl) SEKT1KESTS. 


We had occasion a few days niuce to re- 


buke a demonstration adverse to the suprem- 
acy of the Constitution and the Laws, as re- 
cently made by a few misguided clergymen 
at Brooklyn.

will allow—for the friends of Shivery, as 
well as its enemies, are bound to support it. 
I do not stand here (said Dr. Spring) as the 
advocate of slavery, nor as the advocate for 
the immediate emancipation of our Southern 
slaves, which would be more Wilful than sla- 
very itself. 
Tell the Christian men of the 


South what to do with the Slaves, before 
you declare so unqualifiedly, that Shivery is 
a sin. 
You say, emancipate them i That 


can't be done—the laws forbid it. 
If they 


did emancipate them, they could not send 
them to the Free States, for, with all their 
abolitionism, they will not receive' them.— 
When a colony of them were sent to aboli- 
tion Ohio, they would not give them a rest- 
ing place for the soles of their feet; and 
those people exclaim, why not emancipate 
the slaves ?
